1895,.  which  has  acquired  during  -its  forty  years 
of  efTort  more  than  50.000  adres,  of  which  11,000 
were  obtained  during  the  year  ending  June  SO. 
The  various  reservations  are  practically  all  rural 
and  are  situated  mainly  in  the  Lake  and  Peak 
Districts,  and  nl.so  In  Surrey,  Su.wex  and  Kent 
Recently  a  WcLsh  citizen  gave  300  acres  in  Car- 
narvonshire fd^  the  establishment  of  a  "Snow- 
donia  National  Park,"  the  first  Brtttsh  national 
park  area. 

Indicative  of  the  range  of  operations  are  1.200 
aeres  covering  the  southern  portion  of  the  Mal- 
vern Hills  In  Herefordshire,  which  Is  described

By  a  sUp  of  the  pen 
I  wrote:  "Canada  Is  a  net  creditor 
nation;  she  exports,  and  must,  to 
pay  her  intere.M  bills"  What  I 
meant  to  write  was  "Canada  is  a 
net  debtor  nation;  she  exports,  and 
must,  to  pay  her  Interest  bills  For- 
tunately, the  last  half  of  the  sen- 
tence  made  ny  Dieaiiing  clear,  for. 
obviously,  a  creditor  nation  would 
not  have  to  export  goods  to  pay  her 
Interest  bills. 

My  point  was.  of  course,  that  Can- 
ada i,s  paying  her  ohllr;ation.  m  the 
only  way  she  can— by  exports— and 
that  last  year  she  not  only  did  this, 
but  was  able  to  export  more  than 
suffldent  to  meet  these  obligations, 
and  was  aUo  able  to  add  to  hev 
creditor  position  externally.

—DOES  NUT  C  1Kb  CANCER 
Whenever  a  new  "cura"  for  cancer 

Ls  announced  there  are  many  who 

wonder  whv  doctors  do  not  imme- 
dintely  get  a  supply  of  the  "cure" 
and  use  it  with  their  patients 

Now  physacians  are  only  too  will- 
ing to  try  anything  for  cancer  be- 
£ause  the  oresent  methods— surgery. 


X-ray  and  radium  -can  only  help  a 
certain  percentage  of  ca.ses  in  the 
early  stages.  However,  thev  know 
from  past  experience  that  all  Uiese 
cures  heretofore  have  been  unsuc- 
cessful and  they  do  not  wish  to 
rai.se  false  hopes  In  their  patients 
or  have  them  undergo  physical  or 
financial  strain  lor  nothing. 

One  of  the  recent  cures  men- 
tioned for  cancer,  is  the  poison  or 
venom  from  the  cobra  snake.  That 
the  pri.son  from  a  .'■nake  mav  cau.se 
Such  a  .'-overc  swelhng  and  reaction 
that  the  patients  may  become  free 
for  some,  time  afterward  of  certain 
ailments  with  which  they  suffered 
is  true  Just  as  smallpox,  diphtheria 
fend  scarlet  fever  can  usually  be 
pre\ented  by  \a'Tina'ion  or  the 
putting  of  small  doses  of  poison 
into  the  blood.

While  the  injectloria  of  the  cobra 
venom  e.-we  a  feeliin;  of  wrllTbelnR  a  .swell  time, 
and  increased  the  appetite,  they 
had  no  r fleet  In  curing  the  cancer. 
The  cobra  venom  had  no  effect 
upon  the  cancer  growth  even  when 
injected  directly  into  the  cancer  it- 
self>  A  close  study  of  the  ti.s.sue.s 
shows  thnt  the  iniertloii  l;ad  no  ef- 
fect in  .stopping  iiie  growth  of  the 
cancer  cell.s. 

The  point,  then.  Is  that  If  cobra 
venom  will  not  stop  the  growth  of 
cancer,  and  en.srs  the  pain  in  only 
one  out  o(  ten  cases,  it  Is  of  no 
help  in  the  treatment  of  cancer.
